were $14,735,000; expenses, $6,807,000:

000. er receipts from miscellaneous sources 
make a total income for the first six months of the 
year of $3,849,000; the expenditure for the last six 
months were $3,795,000; of this amount $2.647.000 
was paid for interest on bonds. The total surpius of 
the last six months of the year were $4,096,000, 
From this is deducted $750,000 for the United 
States ~equirements, leaving a net surp'us income 
for the last six inonths of $3.346,0)0, as against the 
deficit of $383,000 for the first six months of the 
year.
